"The recent correstion i the value of the solar 
parallax is a result which marks a very decided 
advanesin the study of the sun. In 1822-4 
Ewoxe deduced from the two transits of Venus 
which occurred in the eighteenth century, the: 

value 8.58”, representing’ the sun to. be 
a little imote than 95,000,000 miles 
distant from’ the earth. {These figuros stood 
unquestioned for about 40 years. Various re- 


searches then began to point to the conclusion . 
that Excxr’s estimate was erroneous, and dif 


ferent computations were made, showing the 
value of the parallax to’ be from 8,80“ to 8.907, 
and the ‘istance from _92,900,000.to 91,800,- 


‘zoiles, Until very récently the value. 


8,85”, dedneed by Prof. Newooms in 1867, has 
been accepted as the most accurate by sstrono- 
mers generally. But within a year it has been 
shown. , that this . value needs  correct- 
ing, Th is mow believed that 8.80” 
is “nearer: the ‘true ‘value .thans 8.85”, 


‘and, Prof, Youne’ thinks that ‘the final : 


result may prove to be a little below 8.80”; 
The investigations which led to this result. have 


been, made by Mr. Ginx, the British astrono- 


- Maer, and Mr, ALBgrt MionELson, of the United 


States Navy. The former went to Ascension 
Island in 1877, and made with the heliometer 
observations of the opposition of Mars. “With 
the! help of ‘his wife, he obtained a. complate 
series of over 1,400. separate measures. ‘Tho 
places of stars employed by him as reference 
points have since been observed by all the 
principal observatories of the world: The 


“‘value'of the sun’s parallax deduced from these 


observations is 8.78”, corresponding to a mean 
distance of 93,100,000 miles between the earth 
and sun. The value. 8.81” has been obtained 
from the extremely accurate measurement of 
the velecity of light—186,370> miles—madp at 
Annapolialast year by Mr. Mronutson. Hence, 
as. Prof, YounG says, if we. call the sun's dis- 
tance 93,000,000 miles, we cannot be very far 
wrong... 

The amount of heat emitted by the sun was 
determined about forty years ago by..Sir Joun 
Henscugn and Povitiet, who arrived’ at 


neatly the same result by slightly different 

methods. ‘They found that the sun would melt 

in one minute # layer of ice 40 feet thick and 

covering tne whole solar surface. A much more 

intense solar radiation was determined by 

Vionur, in 1874, and Crova, in 1876. The 
conclusions of these two astronomers are ac- 
cepted as more accurate than those of Aur- 
scHELand Povuruunt, but our knowledge of this 

subjectis yet imperfect. -Quite distinct from 
the question of ‘solar :radiation is the question 

of the sun’s temperature.” The latter has been 

computed as high as several million degrees by 

Sxccnt and Ericsson, andas low as:.2,000° 

centigrade by the Freneh astonomers Vioine 

and Vioarre, But Newron’s law of radiation, 

on which the former computation is based, has 
long been regarded as merely an approximation 
to the truth, and recent researches show that 

the estimate which: has been accepted by 
French ¢@stronomers is altogether too low. 

Highly important and fruitful investigs- 
tions on this point have lately been made 
by Prof. Laneuey, at. Pittsburg, Penn., and by 
Rosetti, of Padua. The former. does. not an- 
mounce any numerical ertimate of the solar 
temperature, but he has demonstrated that the 
degree is far higher than that of the moss in- 
tense artificial heat. Rosertz, however, has 
just concluded ‘an elaborate series of. oxpeéri- 
ments, from which he; deduces 10,000° centi- 
grade, or 18,000° Fahrenheit, as the effective 
temperature of the sun. This result will doubt: 
leas be accepted as more worthy of confidence 
‘than any heretofore reached. =» - 

The chemical constitution of the sun‘has re- 
cently becomes subject not only of the deepest 
interest but slso of earnest debate among. 
astronomers and. scientists. The first demon- 
atration of the existence of a non-metallic ele- 
ment in the solar atmosphere was made in 1877, 
when Dr, Henay Daapsr, of New-York, dis- 
covered what he claimed to be the presence of 
oxygen there. Di, Drarzr’s conclusion, has 
not gone unquestioned, but the prevailing opin- 
ion appeara to be that the presence of : oxygen 
must. be considered as proved. Prof. Youne 


. believes ** there is reason to hope that the pho- 


methed. may in the near fnture give 
us satisfactery proof of the presence in the’sun 
of still other non-metallic clements,. such as ni- 
trogen. and ¢arbdn, whose absence has been 
hitherto a great puzzle to’ astronomers.” . Mr. 
Lookysr’s theory, however, does. not favor 
“} this conclusion. His researches have excited 
great interest inthe scientific world, and have 
been the subject of earnest discussion. He 
claims that the non-metallic bodies are not ele- 
mentary, but compound, and that many of 
them could not exist in the intense heat of the 
_into their constituents.

This journal, we believe; was the 
only one’ which. reported these valuable lec- 
turés,and our report: was nesessarily meagre, 
as the distinguished lectarer is about t& repub- 
lish them in book form.’. Dr: Gray, as is well 
known, nas been for years a Darwinian and: at 
the same time an orthodox Christian. béliever. 
His own espécial field of study had revealed to 
him innumerable facts which shook his confi- 
dence in the old. systenis of classification and 
the immutability of species, and led ‘him to 
doubt the theory of ‘special creation.” His 
correspondence with DAnwin and his own iu- 
vestigations prepared him. to accept the great 
elueinthe labyrinth of nature which this philos- 
opher offered, atid when the hypothesis of “ hat- 
ural selection” was presented to him, he at once 
saw ite bearing on the whole: classification of 
nature, and, combined with ‘‘heredity,”’ its im- 
portance as explaining the formation of .the 
different kingdoms and ‘classes of life. 

When Datwiniam was anew and suspicious 
theory, he upheld it with his keen argumenta- 
tive power against AcAssiz’s eloquent. defense 
of the. ‘‘special creation”: theory, in.various 
mnemorable: © discussions. But Dr.. Guay 
has always: maintainéd,, even more . clear- 
ly than: _Danwim, ~ that the great 
condition for the’ ‘survival of the - fittest,” 
that is, ‘‘:variation,” .was not at all explained 
by this theory. ) Asa botanist, no one. has had 
greater opvortunities of . studying the. myste- 
tiesof variation, and he has, at different times, 
declared that to him vatiation does not. always 
seem an accident, but often ‘“‘ guided in certain 
lines,” as if by an fntelligent.pawer.. It is 
doubtful if Damwim himself. would admit;this 
statement, but the observation of facts.in the 
vegetable world by the great English philoso- 
pher can hardly have exceeded that of the dis- 
tinguished American. naturalist, and the infer- 
ence of the latter may be. as valuable as that of 
the other, . But Dr. Gray does not rest his pro- 
nounced faith in Theism on the intelligent de- 
sign manifested in. the mysterious variations 
of animals and plants from the ancestral type. 
He takes'a broader view. He holds that, refer- 
ring back all the countless varieties of vegeta- 
ble and animat life to's few primeval types, 
from which they have been derived..by the 
processes of inheritance, variation, and nata- 
ral selection, does’: not at all lessen ‘the proba- 
bility of an intelligent force at the beginning of 
the series. 

Itin certainly as conceivable that infinite 
wisdom-and power should work ont these won- 
derful resu“ts through countless ages by fixed 
processes, as that it should directly and’ con- 
stantly by creative power. The old argument for- 
ever comes. back, ** Which is more probable, 
that the harmony’ and. adaptation of the uni- 
verse are’ the result of chance or of intelli, 
gence?” Dr, Gray holds that thé student of 
naturecan have but one answer. For: the dis- 
cdvéry of. the laws of the “convertibility of 
forces” and ‘natural’ selection” does not 
ébange the.evidences of design; it only broad - 
ens them. “The new proofs pf intélligence and 
wisdom seom more in, harmony with the wider 
conceptions of modern science, The Infinite 
Contriver dods nok work as man works, He 
produces his ends by imachinery, which is com- 
plicated beyond human intelligence to oxplain, 
and ‘whose results require countless ages to 
complete. Dr. Gray. in: ais Neow-Haven 
lectures, went even further. He not only pro- 
fossed Theism, but sustained: the possibility of 
supernatural interferénce. His argument was 
apparently that of Dr. Bosnwet1° Our own 
minds or wills can’ séemingly interrupt the or- 
dinary sequences of nature, and, for- instance, 
reverse the law of gravity. Why. may not the 
divine will interrupt the usual modes of opera- 
tion in nature, aud, under some higher law, 
produce apparent interférence! Yet with both, 
the “continuity of nature’ is preserved, Dr, 


. GRay’s “ confession of faith” must have been 


somewhat startling in the Yale Theological 
Seminary, where Darwinism has probably been 
held asequivalent+to-Atheism. It will, hoewver, 

be peculiarly useful’ to the young ministers 
putas fore their work, and may strengthen 
‘some in thie! scientific department who are re, 
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
